THE TWO SIDE3. 


Keportot an American Surgeon Who 
Was an Eye Witness of the War— 
Ineflicsenoy of the French Officers 
end Heroism of the Seidiers—Bar- 
barity of the Bavarians—Scdaa, Ba- 
zieciles and the Emperer. 

New York, Nov. 8—The Times of to- 
morrow will contain a report ef an interview 
with Dr Sims, late Surgeon-in-Chiel of the 
A: gio-Amer‘can ambulance corps, which has 
coue service in France. Dr. Sims witnessed 
the ba:nipg of Baz‘eltes, the battle of Sedan 
and sarrender of the Emperor, and also ac- 
couypanied MeMahon after he was wounded. 
He describes the eslaughter of the 
Frerch troops as_ fearful. He saw 
whole parks of artillery brought 
from the field of Sedam while the batile was 
regipg, because there was no ammuusition. 
The conduct of the French army in all the 
earlier battles -he describes as heroic, but 
etates that thev socn began to lose all confi- 
derce in their Generals, and that this, com- 
bined with a want of food, spread demorali- 
zion tmotg them: France, he considers, 
bas not a General capable of commanding 
20,000 men. He states that from the very 
Outset the comm'ssariat was miserably mad- 
equste. At Sedan he saw Freach trvojs 
skipning horses and eating raw ficsh. 

The ¢quipment of the Prussian army and 
all ite sppurteoances he describes as perfect, 
avd epeaks in high terms of the ability of 
the Prussian officers. He says the Frevch 
loes in killed and wounded at Sedan was 15,- 
000. In that battle the Bayarian contingent 
alone, which went into the battle with 60,000, 
lost ove-fourth in killed aud wounded. He 
is convitced that the Prussian aceounts con- 
cecal the actual lozs of the Germans. Dr. 
Sims confirms the horrible cruelty of the 
Bavarians iu burning Bazeilles to the ground, 
destroyirg mep, women and childreo, and 
shootivg thoce who attempted to escape. 

Hie also states that the rumors, both for a 
year, during acd since the war, about the 
ill-health of the Emperor, and the sickly 
nature of the Prince Imperial, are utterly 
faise.

EXPRESS ROBBERY, 


Masked Men Take Over $40,000 from 
a Car on the Ceutral Pacific. 

REno, Ngv., Nov. 4—The Central Pacific 
passenger train bougd eastward, due here at 
One a m., arrived st Verdie, a small statidn 
eleven miles west of Reno, on time. Just as 
the train was starting from the station, three 
masked men boarded the express car and five 
more immediately came to thcir aid from the 
rear cars, These five evidently came from 
the west on the train. Six stopped on the 
steps of the express, which they detached 
from the train, cutting the signal rope, &c, 
Two jumped on the engine, placing pistols 
t> the engineer’s bead’ and commanding 
him t@ move on, which he did. Two brake- 
men endeavored to keep the masked men off 
the Express car, but pistols placed at their 
heads compelled their retreat. The condue- 
tor rushed forward, but pistols stooped him. 
Fir ding a hatchet, he came ‘:orward again in 
t me to see engine and express car separated 
from the train and flying down the track. 
The robbers then placed the fireman, express 
and mail messengers in the mail room and 
locked them up. When within six miles of 
this city they stopped the train, broke open 
the express boxes, and robbed them of $41,- 
600 in gold coin. Later investigation shows 
they put the com im old boottops 
and escaped to the mountain, A 
double-barre! shot gun and pick were 
left by the robbers at the quarry where they 
opened the boxes. All the telegraph wires 
were cut west of Reno. Two of the Western 
Union wires, however, were repaired by day- 
light, and business is not interrupted. Parties 
are eecarching the mountains, and will prob- 
ably be able to throw more light ou this bold 
robbery.
